HE MOST eventful period of the 
three days’ battle at Gettysburg 
was the afternoon of July 3, when 
no less than four engagements were 
on at or near the same time. 
The 
m ajor one was Pickett’s charge. Next 
in im portance was the cavalry fight 
on the Rummel farm , now known 
as East Cavalry field, and lastly the 
charges of Farnsw orth and M erritt 
on Lee’s right, and Major S ta rr’s a t­ 
tack against Jones’ and Robertson’s 
cavalry brigades at Fairfield. 
As the last nam ed engagement 
was not contiguous to the battlefield 
in and about Gettysburg it has been 
considered a minor engagement, and 
therefore it has not received the no­ 
tice it justly deserves. It is for this 
reason th a t this narrative of the 
event has been prepared. 
Fairfield, formerly known as Mil­ 
lerstown. is located eight miles west 
of Gettysburg on the Fairfield-H ag­ 
erstown highway. 
It has now a 
population of between four and five 
hundred inhabitants. W ith a range 
of the South m ountain for a back­ 
ground and surrounded by one of 
the finest agricultural sections of 
Adams county, known as Carroll’s 
tract, it has a fine setting. The n a t­ 
ural scenery on all sides is pictur­ 
esque and impressive'. 
The citizens 
are intelligent and progressive; liv­ 
ing in well built and well kept homes. 
It 
has 
good 
schools 
and 
fine 
churches, shipping facilities over a 
large railroad, and is accessible from 
all points over well kept highways. 
During Civil war times Fairfield 
was the scene of m uch excitement 
from time to time. 
W hen Presi­ 
dent Lincoln issued his call for vol­ 
unteers on April 15, 1861, to m ain­ 
tain the Union. Fairfield was among 
the first to respond, and some of its 
citizens were m ustered in to Co. E, 
of the second regim ent of Pennsyl­ 
vania volunteers th a t was recruited 
a t Gettysburg and m ustered in at 
Harrisburg on April 20, 1861. 
In November. 1861, the ladies of 
Fairfield showed their devotion to 
the Union and organized a “Soldiers’ 
Relief association” th a t did m uch 
good. 
In 1862, when Stuart, the noted 
Confederate cavalry leader, made 
his famous raid around McClellan’s 
army after the battle of Antietam 
on 
September 
17, 
1862, Fairfield 
was the scene of much excitement. 
After reaching Chambersburg where 
he 
destroyed 
m uch 
governm ent 
property he moved to Cashtown, 
where he turned to the right and 
reached Fairfield on October IO, and 
thence to Emmitsburg, where he 
eluded the pursuit of a detachm ent 
of the 6th Pennsylvania cavalry. 
Stuart made good his escape; tak­ 
ing with him about 700 horses, some 
of which were taken from citizens in 
and about Fairfield. 
Many smoke­ 
houses along the way were despoiled 
of their contents to satisfy the hun­ 
ger of S tu art’s raiders. 
In June, 1863, when news reached 
Fairfield th at Lee was moving north 
in his second invasion excitem ent 
was wrought to a high pitch, and 
anxious eyes were looking for relief 
from the impending danger. 
When 
it was learned th at the advance of 
Lee’s forces had reached Hagers­ 
town and Greencastle it was hoped 
th a t Buford’s cavalry forces then 
in the vicinity of Emmitsburg would 
move up and afford relief. 
Buford, 
who guarded Meade’s left with the 
1st division of cavalry consisting of 
the brigades of Gamble, Devin and 
M erritt, moved the first two brigades 
through Boonesboro, Cavetown and 
Monterey on June 29, and encamped 
a short distance from Fairfield, and 
within a short distance from a force 
of the enemy consisting of two Mis­ 
sissippi regiments of infantry and 
two guns. 
As Buford was not able 
to get much definite inform ation 
from the citizens, who were in a 
high state of alarm , the next m orn­ 
ing he moved to Fairfield and dis­ 
covered the forces of the enemy 
above mentioned, and not wishing 
to bring on an engagement at this 
distance from the other part of the 
army he withdrew to Emmitsburg, 
and with these~two brigades reached 
Gettysburg about noon of June 30, 
M erritt's brigade was left at Mf 


guard the rear and the trains. 
Before giving a description of the 
Fairfield cavalry fight on the a fte r­ 
noon of July 3, the reader should 
understand, th a t Fairfield was occu­ 
pied by the Confederate forces from 
June 28. until after Lee’s retreat 
from Gettysburg on July 4 and 5. 
The Battle 
W 
HEN M ERRITT was ordered to 
move from Thurm ont to G et­ 
tysburg on the afternoon of July 3, 
his brigade consisted of the 6th 
Pennsylvania. Maj. Jam es H. Hasel- 
tine; 1st U. S.. Capt. R ichard S. C. 
Lord; 2nd U. S.. Capt. T. F. Roden- 
bough; 5th U. S., Capt. Julius W. 
M ason; 6th U. S., Maj. Samuel H. 
Starr, and after he was wounded 
Lieut. Louis H. Carpenter, Lieut. 
Nicholas Nolan and Capt. Ira W. 
Claflin. 
In moving from Emmitsburg July 
3, M erritt sent M ajor S ta rr’s regi­ 
m ent to Fairfield by the Em m its- 
burg-Fairfield road. 
It had been 
learned th at some Confederate w ag­ 
on trains were in th a t vicinity. On 
reaching Fairfield, Starr m et the 
Confederate pickets. 
After some 
exchange of shots in the town, the 
pickets withdrew and joined the 
m ain forces on the T ract road, just 
north of Fairfield, and it was there 
th a t the engagem ent was fought. 
T h at morning the Confederate cav­ 
alry 
brigades 
of 
Robertson 
and 
Jones, who had followed the rear of 
Lee’s 
army, 
had 
m arched 
from 
Chambersburg to Cashtown, where 
they turned to the right on the 
T ract road to where the wagon train 
was parked and gave it ample pro­ 
tection from attack. 
Both sides of 
the road were lined with high post 
and rail fences, and the fields were 
inclosed with the .same, and without 
axes these could not be broken down. 
This made 
it 
very difficult 
for 
m ounted troopers to operate. 
In 
the beginning of the fight M ajor 
S tarr met the 7th Virginia of Jones’ 
brigade and after a sanguinary en ­ 
counter compelled part of the 7th 
Virginia to withdraw. The 6th V ir­ 
ginia was then hurried up. and the 
7th Virginia th a t had partly w ith­ 
draw were brought back. After p u t­ 
ting up a m ost determ ined fight, 
8 ta rr who was now outnum bered at 
least two to one was obliged to re­ 
treat with a loss of 242 of his men 
out of 400 taken into the fight. Thi.« 
was the greatest loss sustained by 
any Union cavalry regim ent e n ­ 
gaged in the battle of Gettsburg. In 
this engagem ent M ajor S tarr lost an 
arm and he and 183 of his men were 
captured. 
T he column of the 6th 
Regim ent consisted of four troops 
engaged on the T ract road, two 
others were reconnoitering in the 
vicinity, and four were in the skir­ 
m ish line. 
In this engagem ent the 
Confederates reported a loss of 60. 
The Confederates followed the re ­ 
treat into the streets of Fairfield, 
where Lieut. C hristian Balder was 
shot through the body. He was ta k ­ 
en to the E. B Swope house and laid 
in the hall where he died. 
Lieut 
Adna R. Chaffee, who was wounded, 
was cared for by a sister of Mr. 
Swope. 
Lieut. Chaffee, who had 
been promoted to the rank of m a­ 
jor-general, commanded the United 
States troops during the Boxer in 
surrection in C hina in 1900. 
Major 
Starr, who lost an arm. was removed 
to the Blythe house (now tile Jam es 
Cunningham house), where he and 
others were cared for. 
The C un­ 
ningham house bears the following 
inscription: 
M ajor Samuel ll. Starr and 
1 
other wounded officers of the 
Sixth U. S. Cavalry were cared 
for here July 3rd, 1863, 
T he L utheran church on the op­ 
posite of the street has a tablet a t­ 
tached to the outside as follows: 
General Field Hospital 
The wounded of the Sixth United 
Staten and Sixth Virginia Cavalry 
were eared for here July 3rd, 1863. 
Through 
the

Swope the w riter was shown the 
above nam ed places. He was a stu 
dent of Fairfield at the time of the 
buttle and it is still his home 
In 1909 the survivors of the Sixth 
IU. S. Regiment erected a tablet on 
j the west side of the T ract road in 


house which stands near the scene of 
battle; it is inscribed as follows: 
Sixth Regt. U. S. Cavalry

M arshall and Culberson House 
were the Temporary Army Field 
Hospital of the Regiment on

The Regiment, 
commanded 
by 
Major 
S.

on this road and after a severe 
hand to hand fight were com­ 
pelled to retire. 
Brought into 
action 400. 
Lost 242. 
Tablets have been erected along 
this road by the latq G. N. P. com­ 
mission. 
The Jones’ tablet stands 
near the Marshall and Culberson 
house 
and 
Robertson’s 
at 
the 
United Brethren church at 
O rr- 
tanna. 
In the conclusion of the narrative 
relative to the Fairfield cavalry fight 
a few extracts of reports as found 
in the war records are given here­ 
with. Lieutenant Nolan of the Sixth 
U. S. regiment, says: 
•♦•.After the regiment was re­ 
pulsed from Millerstown (Fair­ 
field), I immediately commenced 
retreating, disputing every inch 
of 
ground 
with 
the 
enemy. 
Finding the enemy in force I fell 
back in the direction of Me­ 
chanicsburg (Thurm ont), where 
I 
found 
the 
regiment 
and 
learned that the commanding 
officer was wounded and cap­ 
tured; 
Lieut. 
Balder 
killed; 
Lieutenants 
Paulding, 
Wood, 
Chaffee, and Bould, and 
Hrs. 
Forwood and Notson missing.. I 
being 
senior 
officer, 
assumed 
command of the regiment, which 
I found in command of Lieut L. 
Henry Carpenter. 
I then re­ 
ceived orders to join the bri­ 
gade. On my arrival at the bri­ 
gade, I turned over the com­ 
m and of the regiment to C ap­ 
tain C'lafin.*** 
Colonel L. L. Lomax, who is re­ 
membered by m any of the citizens of 
Gettysburg as a member of the G. 
N. P. commission, was the com m an­ 
der of the lith Virginia a t F air­ 
field. 
In his report he says: 
•••O n the 3rd instant, reached 
Fairfield, and, during the en­ 
gagem ent at th a t point was held 
in reserve. The regim ent pick­ 
eted a t and beyond Fairfield that 
night and the next day, taking a 
num ber of prisoners, who had 
been scattered in the fight of 
the day previous.* •♦ 
After the Battle 
W hen the citizens of Fairfield on 
the evening of July 3, learned, of 
Lee’s defeat at Gettysburg the cloud 
of gloom th at had hung over the 
place while occupied by the enemy 
for some tim e was lifted, and there 
was a feeling of joy instead of de 
spondency when on July 4 and 5 
they witnessed the retreat of Lee’s 
veterans on their way back to “Old 
Virginny.” 
G eneral 
John 
Sedgwick, 
com­ 
m ander of the Sixth Corps, in his 
report of Lee’s retreat says: 
•••O n July 5th, W right’s divi­ 
sion, supported by the rest of 
my command, was sent forward 
to determine the position of the 
enemy, who wax discovered to be* 
in retreat through Fairfield in 
the 
direction 
of 
Hagerstown. 
The rear of the column was 
shelled for a short time in the 
m orning, and in the evening a 
brisk artillery fire was opened 
upon his wagon trains in the 
vicinity of Fairfield, while the 
infantry pursued the rear guard, 
which was posted to protect the 
passage of the trains; 250 pris­ 
oners were captured during the 
day.*** 
During the night the corps 
m arched to Fmmitsburg, with 
the exception of Neill’s brigade, 
which wax detached and sent in

Param ount threw its best bal­ 
lyhoo behind her Hollywood debut 
in "Morocco." assum ed Gary Cooper 
to support her in the picture—for 
known star appeal—and offered her 
to the public with fanfare and trum ­ 
pets. The public apparently accept­ 
ed her. for she is still making pic­ 
tures. 
When Letters Pour In 
Miss Hepburn arrived unheralded, 
and little was said of her. She made 
her debut in 
a 
John 
Barrymore 
starring vehicle, "A Bill of Divorce­ 
m ent’’—and instantaneously the let­ 
ters began pouring in, T h at’s what 
happens when the public “discov- 
, ers" a new star. 
In these two instances the m eth­ 
od of star-m aking was apparently 
immaterial.
